THE LONG VIEW OF THE W AR DEBTS. 
The meet vex ing thin? about the war debts problem is 
that we seem apt to ¿ ret a first-hand 
illustration of the 
griefs that beset a man when he cuts off his nose to spit * 
his fare. 
On the surface, tne issue is as clear as an April daw n. 
These foreign nations borrowed 
vast 
sum s ot 
money 
from us for their own purposes. 
W e have already made 
generous settlem ents with them . 
For a whole year we ex ­ 
cused them from paying interest or principle. 
Now the 
paym ents are due, and we have a perfect rgiht to press a 
just claim. 
U nfortunately, however, there are elem ents below tin 
surface which com plicate the situation. 
Does it pay a creditor to force his debtors to settle 
up 
when his prosperity depends largely on his ability to con ­ 
tinue selling goods to them , and when their ability to buy 
his goods stands to be practically obliterated if they pay 
w hat they ow e? 
Tutting the question in that way may be an over-simpli* 
fication of the issue. 
But in the long run it com es down to 
that, or to som ething very like it. 
The British contention 
that British can pay ‘ only by adopting m easures which 
would further restrict the British purchase of American 
goods*’ is one that lew reputable econom ists will dispute. 
It may be perfectly true, as Tresident-eleet Roosevelt 
has said, that “ the stabilization oi' world finances can be-t 
be achieved by a clear understanding of just obligations.’* 
But there is more to it than that. 
Let us have a clear un­ 
derstanding of them, by all m eans; but let us also have a 
H ear understanding of precisely what will happen if 
ev­ 
ery penny of these obligations must In1 paid. 
For it is. after all. a question of what is most grewth to 
our ow n self-interest. 
There is ex cellent authority for the 
statem ent that we should he better off. in the <>nd, if we 
did not collect the debts that if we did; and beforf* w< 
commit ourselves we must look into that 
assertion ver' 
carefully. 


AL SMITH’S CHALLENGE. 


A 1 ¡Smith’s program for sw eeping changes in the frame 
work of N ew York City's government is, of course, a mat 
ter chiefly of interest to New Yorkers. 
But because it of 
fers a bold course tor bringing the structure of municipa 
governm ent up to date, it is something that all American 
can study very profitably. 
That a drastic revision ot our governing bodies is need 
ed, all the w ay from city hall through the county court 
house to the state capitol, is hardly open to argument. The 
present set-up, in almost every instance, is w asteful and 
cum bersom e. 
And w hile we could afford to put up with 
such w aste and inetficiencv when tim es were prosperous, 
we cannot afford it any longer. 
It would be a good thing i* Mr. Sm ith’s program would j 
lead to an overhauling, not. only in New York but through­ 
out the nation.
